As our Army therefore is a parliamentary Army, 
I could with that, if the /nench Scheme of creating 
a military Noblefle were copicd here, it would be fo 
in Part only, and that fuch Dignity fhould be con- 
ferred only in confequence of a parliamentary Re- 
commendation: And that this .Recommendation 
might be purely and wholly for military Service done 
to their Country, I fhouta think itexpedient that a 
felf-denying Ordinance or Law should be firft paffed, 
either to difqualify all military Officers, without Ex- 
ception, for the holding ‘Seats in Parliaments, or 
to difabie thofe who held {ych Seats, without Excep- 
tion alfo, tu receive any of the Honours: decreed to 
military Merit, or any Benefit whattoever in con- 
fequence of a Recommendation ii: which themfeives 
were Parties. 


This Projeé& has not the leaft Tendency to make 
the Fountain of Honour other than what it is, and 
ought doubtlefs to be in all Monarchies. The Dig- 
nity would ftill be conferred by the King only, and 
in his Nathe alone. An¥ if the other Eftatés in 
Parliament had a Right to chufe who fhould have. 
lawful Pretenfions to ity the Crown would ftill have 
that Option which. it’s négative Power gives in all 
Cafes, tho’ it ufes in fearce any, of refuting to con- 
fer that Legality and Efficacy which can be derived 
only from the Royal Affent. 


Some Inftances of a Procedure not much unlike 
this have lately appeared, when the Throne has been 
addreffed by the Houfe of Commons to beftow poft- 
humous Honours on particular Gentlemen, who 
fell bravely diftinguifhed in their Country’s Service, 
by ereéting Monuments fo theis Meniory ; witha 
Promuife,. that the Expence of fuch monumental 
Honours fhould be made-good out of the next Sup- 
plies. But would it not be quite as well if fome na- 
tional Regard was {hewn to living Merit, when it 
thines obvious toall the People, and not in the Eyes 
of Minifters and Court- Favourites only ?, We fhould 
then correét an Error in regard to eétive Worth, 
which our Britifh Horace, after the Reman, com- 
plains of as prevalent in regard toliteraty Excellence, 
when he tells us that we %

Certainly, the Profpeét of fome othér Reward than 
that of Half-pay for Life, or a Provifion in Chel//ea-|

Land-Army ; yet, as this Army is much lefs necef- 
fary in England than a’ good maritime Force, it 
gives me peculiar Pleafure to obferve, that moft of 
the pofthumous Honaurs which have lately ‘been 
addreffed for, have been requefted in Behalf of naval 
Heroifm. Without the leaft Difparagement of the 
Land-Service, in which perfonal Merit may be as 
confpicuous as in that of the Sea, I muft confefs I 
have fo much .of the Iflander in me as to give the 
Preference to the latter. We have done extremely 
well without a large Land-Army; but we never 
have done, and we never can do well, without 
a numerous Fleet, in good Condition, plentifully 
provided, and commanded by brave and experienced 
Officers, 


If fome peculiar kind of Knighthood were infti- 
tuted, in order to incite to the Performance of Dut 
by the Expectation of it, and crown the moft dif. 
tinguifhed Inftances of Courage and Condué& imme- 
diately after they were fhewn, Lam inclined to think 
it would have an exceeding good Effeét on our ma- 
tine Affairs, If great Succefs, tho’ arifing rather 
from good Fortune and Accident than from per- 
fonal Merit, were fometimes to have a Share in this 
honorary Reward, it might. not perhaps be altoge- 
ther impolitic. Bit long and faithful Service, tho’ 
it never had the Felicity to be crowned with fhining 
Vidtories, fhould by no means’ be overlooked in fuch 
a Diftribution of the public Recompence, 


If it be obje&ted to me, that there is already the 
Nobility of the upper Clafs, even of the Peerage, 
for the Reward of fortunate Merit in Englarid; wo 
which may be added the Blue or Green Ribband, 
and a lucrative Place, in tafe either the Merit; the 
Fortune, the Wealth, Or, what is equivalent to all, 
the Gale. of Court-Favour fhould fwell to any ex- 
traordinary Degree: That. the Red Ribband has judi- 
cioufly been beftowed, in our own Time, as the 
Reward of military Virtue both by Sea. and Land ; 
and that therefore any other Order, diftin@ from 
thefe, would be fopethasas, and ttnd only ro depre- 
ciate the Value of Knighthood in genctal .
